‘No words’: 

Horror as students 
and adults die in a 
barrage of bullets

parkland, fla. » A heavily armed 
young man barged into his for¬ 
mer high school about an hour 
northwest of Miami on Wednes¬ 
day, opening fire on terrified stu¬ 
dents and teachers and leaving 
a death toll of 17 that could rise 
even higher, authorities said. 

Students huddled in horror in 
their classrooms, with some of 
them training their cellphones on 
the carnage, capturing sprawled 
bodies, screams and gunfire that 
began with a few 
shots and then con¬ 
tinued with more 
and more. The 
dead included stu¬ 
dents and adults, 
some of whom were 
shot outside the 
school and others 
inside the sprawling three-story 
building. 

The gunman, armed with a 
semi-automatic AR-15 rifle, was 
identified as Nikolas Cruz, 19, 
who had been expelled from the 
school, authorities said. He be¬ 
gan his shooting rampage out¬ 
side Marjory Stoneman Doug¬ 
las High School in this suburban 
neighborhood shortly before dis¬ 
missal time around 2:40 p.m. He 
then made his way inside and pro¬ 
ceeded down hallways he knew 
well, firing at students and teach¬ 
ers who were scurrying for cover, 
the authorities said. 

“Oh my God! Oh my God!” one 
student yelled over and over in 
one video circulating on social 
media, as more than 40 gunshots 
boomed in the background. 

By the end of the rampage, 
Cruz had killed 12 people inside 
the school and three outside it, 
including someone standing on 
a street corner, Broward County 
Sheriff Scott Israel said. Two more

ICE arrests more than 100 in 
sweeps across SoCal region

Federal immigration officials 
said Wednesday they have ar¬ 
rested more than 100 people who 
are in violation of immigration 
laws as part of an ongoing opera¬ 
tion in the Los Angeles area that 
began Sunday. 

U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement spokeswoman Sarah 
Rodriguez said the Los Angeles- 
area team is targeting about 400 
people across the seven counties 
they cover. 

ICE officials said in a statement 
that they are focusing on “indi¬ 
viduals who pose a threat to na¬ 


tional security, public safety and 
border security.” 

“This means that, ideally, we 
are working with local police 
and county jails to identify pub¬ 
lic safety threats in their custody, 
who are also in the country ille¬ 
gally, for deportation,” the agency 
said in a statement. 

The agency added that in “un¬ 
cooperative jurisdictions” like Los 
Angeles, it is being forced to “fo¬ 
cus additional resources to con¬ 
duct at-large arrests in the com¬ 
munity, putting officers, the gen¬ 
eral public and the aliens at risk 
and increasing the incidents of 
collateral arrests.”
